Francis.P. Doylt, ' t h e 
Philadelphia 


attorney acting as solicitor for Case- 
ment, informed the Associated Presa 
before the opening of court that no 
witnesses would be called for the de- 
fense but that the arguments of coun- 
sel would ba'supplemented by a state- 
ment from the prisoner. The main de- 
fense will rest on the argument ol 
counsel for the quashing of the-indict- 
ment on the-ground of lack of jurisdic- 
tion. 


In reference to the decision of Case- 


ment's counsel'not-to call any wit- 
nesses, Mr. Doyle aaid: "Inasmuch as 
this trial affects, not only, tha life of 
Sir Roger Casement but also the as- 
pirations of the Irish,nation. It has 
been deemed advisable not to call any 
witnesses in this Jurisdiction."

available in this country and that It 
would have been necessary to go to 
Germany for them, which the govern- 
ment would not-permit.

President Vincent's Address 


The. commencement address was by 


President George B. Vincent of 
the 


University of Minnesota, who can say 
nore unusual things in a shorter time 
lhan any notable who has spoken here 
in years. 
President Vincent seems to 


labor under the fear that the time will 
be up before he has said all he intended 
ind he rushes Into simile and witticism 
ind platitude In a sort of oratorical jit- 
ney 
ride that leaves his audience 


breathless. He Is original and enter- 
taining and his breezy originality is 
highly refreshing. 


Jn opening. President Vincent as- 


sumed the role of an 
Iconoclast and 


gave modern versions of some of the 
accepted proverbs for commencement 
occasions. Elaborating oh the 
themo 


or life as. a highway, he said that life 
Is a highway for all. and he requested 
those who will get motor cars to be 
mindful of their less fortu'nate breth- 
ren: 
They say out west, he said, that 


the difference between motor cars east 
and west is that in the east they run 
people down, while in the west they 
pick people up. He spoke of the mod- 
ern organization that is taking the 
place of selfishness, giving the exam- 
ples of a battle and a stage to illus- 
trate his point of view. 


After dwelling on more points than 


would give commencement Ideas to a 
score of speakers, President Vincent in- 
troduced a contrast that he kept to the 
forefront .during the remainder oj hig 
address. 
Life Is a game, he said, and 


not a lottery, and it is played properly 
by the sportsman and not by the sport. 
The purpose of America, he said, is to 
keep the game fair and honest, but we 
must be ever vigilant lest the element 
of the lottery creep in. 


He spoke' of the frail 'types of girls 


of an older generation and then o£ the 
athletic type of girl of today. The olci- 
time girl was considered essentially 
delicate and was wont to faint on tho 
slightest provocation. To eat^ln public 
was indelicate. 
Today the girls who 


are not athletic take an Interest in ath- 
letics' and talk baseball to please their 
husbands. 


War. he said, Is a terrible game, but 


it too must be played by the sportsman 
and in true sportsmanlike fashion. It 
Is a desperate game in which human 
life is at stake, but the team is the 
country and no game can be loftier or 
more worth the effort once the soldiers 
are into it. 


Politics is a great game if played in 


the proper spirit, ancLhe hoped that the- 
graduates would not look upon it as 
unworthy of their efforts or play it like 
a yellow sport. There is nothing: finer 
than playing politics like a good sports- 
man, 
and if played in that way the 


country shall he the gainer. 


He also spoke of the legal game, 


, the medical game 
and 
the 
business 


game, giving deep and truthful lessons 
| in a setting of playful "Tvords, and in 
closing he advised the graduates to ex- 
alt the ideals of good sportsmanship. 
He worked up to a high Ideal of Amer- 
icanism, urging on nil to pause and 
reflect on 
the 
great 
responsibilities 


that lie before American citizens, and 
to so school themselves that 'they can 
play the game well, wherever they may 
be called.

ent Kinds Made in New 
Jersey 


During the past five years,, says the 


Municipal Journal, various types of ex- 
perimental pavements have been con- 
structed in New Jersey and condi- 
tions on these sections have.been care- 
fully observed by the department of 
conservation and development. ' 


In his report for 1915, R, B. Gage, 


chemist to the division of geology of 
this department, states 
that, 
while 


many of these possess valuable qual- 
ities when laid by careful and expe- 
rienced contractors, they are failures 
when constructed by average contrac- 
tors. 
Experience has shown that the 


fewer the uncertain factors In a pave- 
ment—the more "fool-proof" it is—the 
fewer the failures due to improper con- 
struction. The few premature failures 
that have occurred during the past five 
years, particularly in the bituminous 
concrete pavements, have been mostly 
local and limited in extent, but they 
show the dangers arising from 
un- 


skilled construction. 


Mr. Gage stales the- following facts 


as definitely established: 


1. 
Any bituminous concrete ptiva- 


ment of either the hot or cold-mixcl 
grade, when properly constructed and 
laid on a suitable and \vell-drained 
base, will last at least five years, with 
very little repair, and from ten to 
years longer if properly repaired 
maintained. 


2. These pavements cannot be prop- 


erly constructed by novices or even by 
experienced contractors unless 
they 


have the proper 
equipment 
and the 


necessary financial resources. 


3. 
That it Is 
false 
economy 
to 


award contracts to 
contractors who 


have not had the necessary experience 
or have not the required equipment or 
financial resources. 


4. That hot-mixed bituminous con 


crete pavements nre more difficult to 
construct than those of the cold-mixcJ 
method. 


5. That the' life of any bituminous 


concrete 
pavement is limited unless 


properly constructed. 
6. That hot-mixed bituminous con- 
crete pavements cannot be repaired as 
cheaplv or conveniently as those of 
the coid-mixcd method.

When 
properly 
constructed. 3 


hot-mixed bituminous concrete pave- 
ment will, on the average, require less 
repairing diirinp tho first five years of 
its life than will a cold-mixed pave- 
ment. 


That a comparatively soft bi- 


tuminous pavement, having a low teit- 
sile strength. Is superior to a brittle 
one with a high tensile strength.

That over 50 per cent, of 
the 


early failures in bituminous pavements 
have been caused by faulty construc- 
tion, unstable or 
improperly drained 


bases, and not by the use of Inferior 
materials.

That a well-drained, old macad- 


am 
read, if scarified and redressed 


with a layer of 11-2-inch stone, can 
be kept in a satisfactory condition, 
even when subjected to fairly heavy 
travel, by frequently coating the sur- 
face with a liquid bituminous binder. 


11. The cost of maintaining in prop- 


er condition such a repaired macadam 
road is not much in excess of the ir.- 
terest charge on the cost of an ex- 
pensive bituminous concrete surface.

The purpose of America, he said, is to 
keep the game fair and honest, but we 
must be ever vigilant lest the clement 
of the lottery creep In.

War, he said, is a terrible game, hut 


it too must be played by the sportsman 
and in true sportsmanlike fashion. It 
is a desperate game In which human 
life is at stake, but the team is tho 
country and no game can be loftier or 
more worth the effort once the soldiers 
are Into it'. 
Politics is a great game if played in 


the proper spirit, and, he hoped that tho 
graduates would not look upon it as 
unworthy of their efforts or play it like 
a yellow sport.

He also spoke of the legal game,

During the past five years, says the 


Municipal Journal, various types of ex- 
perimental pavements have been con- 
structed In New Jersey and condi- 
tions on these sections have been care- 
fully observed by tho department of 
conservation. and development. 


In his report for 1915, R. B." Gage, 


chemist to the division of geology of 
this department, states 
that, 
while 


many of these possess valuable qual- 
ities when laid by careful and expe- 
rienced contractors, they are failures 
when constructed by average contrac- 
tors. Experience has shown that the 
fewer the uncertain factors In a pave- 
ment—the more "fool-proof" it is—the 
fewer tho failures due to improper con- 
struction. The few premature failures 
that have occurred during the past five 
years, particularly in the bituminous 
concrete pavements, have been mostly 
local and limited in extent, but they 
show the dangers arising from un- 
skilled construction. 


Mr. Gage stales the following facts 


as definitely established: 


1. 
Any bituminous concrete pave- 


ment of either, the hot or cold-mlxc-i 
grade, when properly constructed and 
laid on a suitable and well-drained 
base, will last at least five years, with 
very little repair, and from ton to 15 
years longer if properly repaired and 
maintained. 
2. These pavements cannot be prop- 


erly constructed by novices or even by 
experienced contractors unless 
they 


have the proper equipment 
and the 


necessary financial resources. 


3. 
That It is false 
economy 
to 


award contracts to 
contractors who 


have not had the necessary experience 
or have not the required equipment or 
financial resources. 


4. That hot-mixed bituminous con- 


crete pavements are more difficult to 
construct than those of the coM-mlxeJ 
method. 
5. That the life of any bituminous 
concrete pavement is limited unless 
properly constructed. 
6. That hot-mixed bituminous con- 
crete pavements cannot be repaired as 
cheaply or conveniently as those of 
the cold-mixed method.
